None of the 
students enrolled at HHS this year will be around 
to attend the new high school, and in many ways 
the students were simply making the most of it.

Two HHS teachers with a com- 
bined 57 years of teaching experience, 
retired from HHS in June. Mrs. Diane 
Lawrence, family and consumer science 
(formerly home economics) department 
teacher, spent her entired 32-year ca- 
reer at HHS. 

She received her bachelors and 
masters degrees in FACS education from 
Purdue University West Lafayette and 
never gave a second thought to another 
career choice. “There might have been 
another career for me. I just never 
thought about it. I’ve wanted to be a 
teacher since I was a little girl.” 

At HHS, she sponsored the 
Home Economics Club for 32 years. 
For her first seven years of teaching, 
she was also the cheerleading coach. 

Some of Mrs. Lawrence’s 
most favorable experiences during her 
career as a teacher include seeing 
students who have graduated that come 
back and see her. “They finally get it. 
They finally realize what I was teaching 
them and say, I get it,” she added. Mrs. 
Lawrence also enjoyed those students 
who really valued learning. 

One of her favorite memories 
is her role in the faculty/student play, 
“See How They Run,” in 1976. It was 
her stage debut, and she thought the 
experience was interesting and fun. At 
the same time, she was busy planning 
her wedding. “Both were very time 
consuming, but I had fun,” she said. 

Mrs. Lawrence also 
mentioned a spelunking trip with 
faculty and students led by the now 
retired Mr. Darryl Blink. “I like to 
experience new things. It was fun, but 
it was dirty, and wet.” She mentioned 
that spelunking will not appear her list 
of future endeavors. 

Though she has had few bad 
experiences as a teacher, Mrs. Lawrence 
does feel that discipline is her least 
favorite aspect of the education field. 
Especially now, she said, when parents 
put a lot of pressure on you to teach 
their kids values. “There are more 
responsibilities put on you by the 
administration, and paperwork,” she 
said. “I want to thank the teachers 
and administrators who have been here 
and those that have already retired. 
They have all been especially helpful 
in sharing experiences,” Mrs. Lawrence 


said. She maintains that she will most 
miss the friendships she has made with 
HHS faculty members. “I have made a 
lot of good friends,” she added. Of 
course, she will not miss grading papers 
and making lesson plans, and will 
instead plan her free weekends and 
evenings. 

Mrs. Debbie Price, special 
education teacher, spent 15 of her 25 
years of teaching at HHS. She also 
taught at Hamilton and Bailey 
elementary schools. 

She decided to retire because 
her husband, who has taught for 35 
years, is retiring. According to Mrs. 
Price, they plan to move to Tennessee 
to live on a little lake, where they will 
enjoy relaxing and she can catch up on 
her reading. 

After attending Bloomsburg 
State University (Pennsylvania) for 
one and a half years, Mrs. Price 
transferred to Indiana State University, 
where she graduated with a bachelors 
degree in special education in 1979. In 
1985, she earned her masters degree 
from Purdue Calumet. 

During her years of teaching, 
Mrs. Price claims that one of the best 
experiences was when some of her 
students went to visit the entire fourth 
grade at Joan Martin, where they 
discussed their disabilities with the 
class. 

Her biggest disappointment, 
however, was when the parents didn’t 
get involved. “Having prepared for 
‘Meet the Teacher Night’ for five years 
in a row and having 0% attendance by 
the parents; the students seemed so 
excited before and so let down after,” 
stated Mrs. Price. 

When asked what she will 
miss the most when she retires, Mrs. 
Price replied, “I will miss my students 
and co-workers. I will not miss the 
incredible amount of paperwork.” She 
also feels that the students who 
remained in contact with her after 
graduation are encouraging because she 
knows she made an impact in their lives.
